Arisen from a gentle sleep and 
transported to a new rectangular 
“circle’ on the Seventeenth 
Street side of the Administra- 
tion offices, the 70-foot pole was 
placed in its new four-foot-deep

One week, the Eastern Con- 
ference is happy; the Pacific 
Southwest is not. A week'la- 
ter, the roles are reversed — 
the EC isn’t and the PSC is. 
Who is to decide what is fair 
and make them both happy? 

In May of last year, the 
State Athletic Committee un- 
dertook the task of realigning 
the 76 junior colleges in this 
state, due to the feeling that 
it was necessary because of 
the rapid growth of the JC 


The May proposal split an 

Eastern

four of them into a new one, 
Pacific Southwest. Re-aligned 
are Santa Ana, Golden West, 
Orange Coast, and Fullerton 
joining Grossmont, San Diego 
City, Southwestern and San 
Diego Mesa. This made the 


The shift placed SAC and

need full conference partici- 


pation in all sports, not just 
football, basketball or base- 
ball.” 

(NOTE: There is room for 
doubt regarding our compata- 
bility with the EC when con- 
sidering SAC’s present proba- 
tional status.) 

After the summer break, 
the Eastern Conference sub- 
mitted a protest over the pro- 
posed releaguing. On Octo- 
ber 17, the Board reconsider- 
ed its proposal and placed Mt. 
San Antonio, Orange Coast, 
Golden West, Fullerton, Santa 
Ana, San Diego City, Rio 
Hondo, and San Diego Mesa 
together in a football sched- 
ule ONLY. All other sports 
would be retained in their ori- 
ginal conferences. This time, 
the EC was happy and the 
PSC was not. 

What to do? The Eastern 
Conference didn’t want to tra- 
vel to San Diego every week 
in every sport because it was 
too time consuming and too 
costly. The Pacific Southwest 
needed more and better com- 
petition for its four colleges. 

Now that the Eastern Con- 
ference is satisfied with only 
having to travel to San Diego 
once or twice a season, the 
Pacific Southwest is disgruntl- 
ed because they feel that 
they have to travel north too 


much. (And they say Viet- 
nam is a problem!) 

Dr. Johnson, the 1967 Pres- 
ident of the Eastern Confer- 
ence, feels that the latest pro- 
posal is “the best compromise 
solution to a very complex 
problem. I’ve checked with the 
other five schools and we’ll all 
go along with it. With only 
two San Diego schools, we’ll 
only have one trip to San Die- 
go a year.” 

Apparently, however, the 
San Diego schools don’t agree. 
Arch MacPhail, Sports Editor 
for the El Cajon newspaper 
Daily Californian of the San 
Diego area quotes, “As far as 


.PSC commissioner Jean 


(Cheesy) Neil is concerned 
the so-called compromise 
agreement was anything but. 
It was dictated by Eastern 
League schools who refuse to 
break up a clique of the big- 
ger schools and don’t want to 
share traveling with San Die- 
go County schools.” 

MacPhail continues by 
quoting the PSC commissioner 
as saying, “To tell the truth, 
we’re not real happy with it. 
They didn’t want to break up 
that little family group they 
have, It’s disgusting to think 
that six or seven schools can 
control the whole state’s poli- 
cy concerning this.”

Halt A Crippling Habit!

The prolonged use of the hallucino- 
genic drug can radically affect chromo- 
somes of many pregnant women, causing 
severe and crippling mutations among off- 
spring. LSD may well cause the same ab- 


normalities as thalidomide. 


It has been shown that the so-called 
mind expanding drug is useless in the 
treatment of alcoholics. In a recent clini- 


ACS Gives 
Fire Aid 


Orange County can be very 
proud of their Animal Control 
Service, reflected Robert H. 
Haight, DVM, Director of the 
Veterinary Public Health Divis- 
ion, Orange County Health De- 
partment. The fire in the east 
central Orange County area high- 
lighted the dedicated concern of 
the Orange County Animal Con- 
trol Service (ACS), from their 
Chief, Poundmaster Orville Ma- 
son, to the newest recruit. Dr. 
Haight, Director of the Division 
of Veterinary Public Health 
stood by the ‘Command Post’ 
located in the Orange County 
Animal Shelter, 561 S. Manches- 
ter, Orange. 


The ACS tactically and logisti- 
cally put forth a maximum effort 
to care for and evacuate domes- 
tic and wild animals from the fire 
disaster area. Hundreds of 
horses, other livestock, birds and 
exotic animals such as monkeys 
had to be evacuated to safe areas 
where food and shelter could be 
found and emergency veterinary 
eare could be provided. The 
Chief of the Animal Health Ser- 
vice, Dr. Rudolph Frohlich, early 
set up a veterinary aid station at 
the Foothill High School in the 
north Tustin area. 


At the peak of the rescue ac- 
tivities were 17 animal patrol 
trucks pulling all kinds of animal 
trailers. Two were Orange Coun- 
ty’s own, two loaned for use by 
U-Haul, and others which were 
borrowed private trailers. Hours 
worked seem unimportant to the 

. 19 Animal Control Officers on 
the fire line — only one thing 
seemed to be important and that 
was — get the live animals to a 
safe place and the dead animals 
removed from the scene of the 
tragedy when time permitted. 


cal test, members of a group used LSD, 
while a group of alcoholics were used as a 
control group. In the group taking LSD all 
relapsed to previous levels of alcoholism. 
Four in the control group were said to be 
cured of their chronic drunkenness. 

A paper will be published in Novem- 
ber in the journal of the Canadian Medi- 
cal Association, which will delineate the 


dangerous side effects of LSD. 


Perhaps after reading this scientific 
evidence, many users of the drug will halt 
their crippling habit.

“What Neil objects to,” con- 
tinues MacPhail, “is the high- 
handed refusal of the Eastern 
League schools to consider the 
needs of the schools now in the 
PSC for a balanced league in 
all sports. The league has been 
shopping around for new mem- 
bers ever since Mira Costa 
and Imperial Valley Colleges 
seceded from the loop because 
they thought the level of ath- 
letics was a little too rich for 
their blood.’’ 

The PSC was entirely in fa- 
vor with the May 26, 1967 
proposal. Now that the Octo- 
ber 17, 1967 has overridden it, 
they are quite angry. They 
feel that they are being “giv- 
en the business.” 

Quotes MacPhail of Com- 
missioner Neil, “The way it 
is now, it isn’t fair. It’s un- 
equal and the downtown 
schools have to travel twice 
as much as the Eastern 
schools. They’re giving us the 
business, but they as much as 
told us to go play teams in 
Arizona if we didn’t like it.” 

Actually, though the state’s 
action failed to solve the 
PSC’s overall need for an ex- 
panded conference and did 
place the travel burden on San, 
Diego teams, it improved the 
football competition consider- 
ably, state many an official.

never be erased from the minds 
of Orange County residents who 
suffered through the nightmare 
experienced here early this 
week. 

Monday morning this reporter 
was awakened by sirens, The 
smell of smoke was strong. In a 
matter of moments we knew 
what was happening. Thoughts 
began to crowd my mind: “What 
do you take? Where is the fire 
now? Who do we know who may

already be affected and need 
help? What can we do?” 

I looked out the back window 
and could see the yellow flames 
in the distance licking their 
forked tongues high into the air, 
always at a crazy, unreal angle 
that let you know how hard the 
wind was blowing. A tree sprawl- 
ed helplessly across the back 
yard. It looked as futile as I felt. 

As we continued to wait the 
radio kept barking out the 
“progress” of the fire. The news 
came that the schools had been 
closed and evacuation centers set 
up. 

PLANES GROUNDED 

While we watched huge clouds 
of black smoke belched skyward 
as tanker planes dropped their 
loads. Then word came that the 
planes had been grounded be- 
cause of the 70 m.p.h. winds. I 
got a sick feeling in my stomach 
and wondered to myself, ‘Will 
they ever be able to control it? 
Will it burn all the way to the 
sea?” 

All nature seemed to be strik- 
ing out in cynical pleasure at the 
futility of mankind. The relent- 
less wind, the blistering, suffo- 
cating, stifling heat that seemed 
endless, the dense, engulfing 
smoke that choked and blinded 
firemen in their courageous 
struggle against the fire and the 
elements — all seemed to mock 
our helplessness. 

Terrified screams of trapped 
animals could be heard over the 
roar of the fire. On the corner 
near my house a roan colt lay 
dead of smoke inhalation.

Associated Students Senators 
met Monday for an agenda of 
student body business too long 
for their allotted time. 


Following comments by ASSAC 
Vice President Colonel Doner 
urging the Senators to follow 
more carefully the ASSAC by- 
laws, a deluge of new bills was 
introduced. 


Sent to the committee was a 
bill introduced by Senator Bud 
Marsh proposing the purchase of 
matching coats for student gov- 
ernment members, a common 
practice at many junior colleges. 
The proposal suggested a 75 to 
25 per cent student body - officer 
ratio for paying for the coats. 

Marsh suggested that the 
jackets be of identical type and 
color with the SAC student gov- 
ernment emblem.

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“Happy Homecoming’ 
As Riverside Falls Prey 


They said it couldn’t be dcne 
— but. it was. The Homecoming 
game jinx was broken last Sat- 
urday. evening as the “Dominan‘ 
Dons” downed Riverside -23-10. 
Last, year’s Homecoming gave 
the SAC team a 27-14 loss at 
the hands of San Bernardino. 

Before a small crowd of 1,573 
people, the Dons broke a weekly 
scoring trauma by tallying six 
points ‘in the first quarter. For 
many. Riverside as well as Santa 
Ana fans the game was a tension 
packed one as they sat comfor- 
tably at home watching the fes- 
tivities on Television Station 
KCOP, Channel 13, with Bill 
Brundage calling the action. 

The Tigers of Riverside open- 
ed. the action by starting on their 
own 29-yard line and traveling 
in ten plays to the Don 11 where 
Tiger. Dan Arellano of Ramona 
kicked a field goal with only min- 
utes. gone in the quarter. 

With the Dons down by three 
points se early in the ball game, 
many, an observer thought the 
game. was going to. be another 
Homecoming “spoiler” yet the 
Dons traveled 74 yards in 11 
playa with Eddie Steward vault- 
ing. the final three yards to put 
the Dons in front, 6-3. 

Andy. Gomez’s conversion at- 
tempt was blocked by Riverside 
lineman Ron Brusca. Highlights 
of the. drive include the superb 
running of. halfback Tom Ander- 
son, In six carries, Anderson ran 
for 56 yards to spark the mo- 
mentum. 

Early in the second quarter, 
defensive halfback Tom Deckert 
caught an Al Jones pass on the 
Santa Ana three with less than 


ten minutes left before the half. 
Starting from their own 12, the 
Dons raced 75 yards with the 
assistance of a Tom Julian (QB) 
to Jim Sebieros pass play for 44 
yards but lost the ball when an 
official called offensive pass in- 
terference in the end zone on a 
third. and nine play from the 
Riverside 13. 

With less than two minutes 
left before the intermission, Riv- 
erside capped a 47-yard pass 
play from Jones to Andy Difani 
by traveling 75 yards in seven 
plays to score with 1:16 left. 
Jones final pass to No. 86, end 
John Nelson, gave Riverside the 
halftime lead 10-6. 

In the third quarter, after the 
Homecoming Queen, Diane Mar- 
tellotti, and her luscious court 
had been introduced, Santa Ana 
received a punt on their own 28. 
Six plays later, following a 33- 
yard run by Don halfback No. 
26, Henri Jensen, the gridders 
found themselves on the River- 
side nine, 

With a second-and-seven situa- 
tion, QB Julian scrambled 
around right end and dived into 
the end zone to bring the score 
to a favorable yet still uncom- 
fortable lead 13-10. 

Early in the fourth period, 
Riverside had possession of the 
ball deep in their own territory. 
On the 26-yard line, QB Jones 
threw a pass to his end Nelson 
but the ball was snagged by 6’2” 
Bob Wilkens who raced 33 yards 
up the west sideline for a Don 
touchdown. With 11:04 remain- 
ing, the Dons had the scoring 
edge 20-10.

Citrus never had a chance as 
the Dons rolled to a nine to zero 
half-time lead. They went on to 
score two more goals in the third 
period and eight more in the 
fourth to up. the final score to 
19-2, 

Greg Elterman led all scoring 
with four goals; Mark Nelson 
and Ron Bruce tied with three 
goals apiece; Tim Fuller and 
Mike Lilly snagged two each; and 
Paul Via and Kerry Frost got 
one each. 

Friday, the Dons hosted Or- 
ange Coast. When the Pirates 


left, they had swashbuckled their 
way to a 12-11, double overtime, 
victory over the Dons. At half- 
time, the team was way below the 
Pirate offense, 7-2, yet they 
bounced back to tie 10-10 at the 
end of regulaiton play. Greg El- 
terman scored his only two goals 
of the afternoon in typing the 
Dons and bring in the only over- 
time tally. 

John Abdon, however, led the 
Don scoring column with a five- 
goal effort followed by Elterman 
and Fuller with two scores.
